No release 
dates have been scheduled at this stage, however, announcements will be made in the 
bi-weekly Publications Advice (1105.0) prior to their release. 


Finance Companies, Australia, December 1984 (5614.0) and Instalment Credit for Retail 
Sales, Australia, December 1984 (5631.0), released on 14 March and 12 March respectively, 
were the final issues in their series. This was the result of a joint investigation by the 
ABS, Treasury and the Reserve Bank aimed at the rationalization of finance statistics. A 
new collection to measure lease and commercial finance and personal financial commitments 
was commenced in January 1985. The first issues of publications covering the month of 
January and February 1985 are expected to be released in late April 1985. 


The Labour Force, Australia, February 1985, Preliminary (6202.0), issued on 14 March 


contains revised seasonally adjusted estimates for the various series. 


Award Rates of Pay Indexes, Australia, January 1985 (6312.0) released on 7 March announced 


that Table 5 had been expanded so that it now not only detailed minimum weekly award rates 
for males and females but that it now included a section combining the two, entitled 
"Persons". 


Annual and Long-Service Leave Taken, Australia, May 1983 to April 1984 (6317.0) released 
on 21 March announced a name change from its previous title: Annual and Long-Service 


Leave. 


Price Index of Materials Used in Building Other Than House Building, Six State Capital 


Cities and Darwin, (6407.0) November 1984 and December 1984 issues were released on 5 and 
28 March respectively. The November issue contained the last of the revisions to index 
numbers as far back as January 1982 for each State capital city for some joinery, concrete 
and steel products. The December issue contained revisions to index numbers for Darwin 
back to January 1983 for similar items. These changes resulted from a recent review into 
discounting practices and readers of these publications were advised to consult the 
Appendixes of both issues. 


Price Index of Materials Used in House Building, Six State Capital Cities, November 1984 
(6408.0), released 19 March contained the last of the revisions as far back as January 


1982 resulting from the recent review into discounting practices. Users were advised to 
consult the Appendix for full details. 


Price Indexes of Articles Produced by Manufacturing Industry, Australia, November 1984 


(6412.0), released on 11 March, announced that investigations into the accuracy of 
previously reported prices had resulted in some minor revisions to index numbers for ASIC 
Subdivision 34 back to November 1982. These investigations are continuing and some further 
revisions may be made in future editions of this publication. 


Production Bulletin No. 2 : Clothing and Footwear, Australia, November and December 1984 
(8358.0) published 11 March 1985 used a redesigned commodity classification to compile the 


production statistics for clothing. The redesign had been aimed at developing a 
classification which would reflect current production statistics more closely and would 
facilitate the use of production statistics in conjunction with import and export 
statistics. 


The revisions have been made back to July 1984. However, it has also been possible to 
reformat details for most items prior to July 1984 and they have been presented in terms 
of the redesigned classification. Users are directed to the footnotes which identify the 
factors affecting comparability of the reformatted series. 


Sales and Stocks of New Tractors, Australia, September Quarter 1984 (8507.0) released on 


29 March contained significant revisions to previously published series on sales and 
stocks of wheeled tractors, following advice that a number of small (up to 30kw) machines 
had been previously incorrectly classified as tractors. 
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
